HE late happy Nuptials of his 
; Royal Highneſs Frederick Prince 


of Wales with her Serene High- 
nels Auguſia the Princeſs of Sax- Got ha, 


deſerve to be conſider'd by all Pro- 


teſtants, as a good Preſage of great Se- 
curity to the Proteſtant Intereſt at Home 
and Abroad, and may be improved by us 
to practical Uſes and Purpoſes ; as will 
appear in the Application of my Text, 


and the kind Proyidence that led my 
| Thoughts to it. | 
| This Prophecy plainly refers to Goſpel- 
Times, as appeareth by the preceding, 


Verſe, Thus ſaith the Lord God, Behold, 
I will lift up mine Hand to the Gentiles, 
and ſet up my Standard to the People, _

- they ſhall bring thy Sons in their Arms, 
and thy Dang! ters ſhai be carried on their 
Shonlders (a). 

- The Lord Gul ſalth this, the God of 
Truth, who cannot lie ; the Lord God, the 
Almighty, who is able to perform what 

he hath promiſed. 7 will lift up mine 
Hand to the Gentiles, and if he 12 — up his 
Hand and ſweam, he will be faithful to 
his Word: I will ſet up my Standard to the 
People, the Goel Scandand, and Gentiles 
ſhall be converted, and brought into a 
Church State, for they ſhall bring th 
Sons from far, and thy Daughters ſhall be 
caryied on their Shoulders. 

The Children of the Gentiles, and the 
People, are called the Sons and Daugh- 
ters of the Church, and whilſt young atc 
to be brought into it, and eſteemed Mem- 
bers of it; dr they ſhall be brought and bt 
carried. Which 1h think is Hint enough, 
that the Children of Gentiles as well as 
Fews ſhould be received into the Chri- 
ian Church. For in Chriſt Feſus, i. e. un- 
der the Goſpel- Diſpenfarien) there is nei 
ther Jew nor Greek, Male nor Female, but 
all are one in him (b).

This Prophecy, I confeſs, was in part 
falfill!d to the Fews, by Cyrus and other 
Perſian Kings, aſter the Babyloniſh Capti- 
vity, particularly by Queen Zſther, who 
was a nurſing Mother to them, and partly 
to the Chriſtian Church, when Conſtantine, - 
Theodoſius, and other Chriſtian Emperors, - 
favour'd the Church; but I humbly ap- 

rehend, the full Accompliſhment is re- 
ſery'd for the Glory of the latter Days, 
which ſome great and good Men think 
are now at Hand. 1 8 

It is foretold elſewhere by this evan- 
gelical Prophet, It ſhall come to paſs in 
the laſt Days, that the Mountain of the 
Lord's Houſe ſhall be eſtabliſhed in the Top 
of the Mountains, and ſhall be exalted above. 
the Hills, and all Nations ſhall flow into 
it. And many People ſhall go and ſay, 
Come ye, and let us go up to the Mountain 
of the Lord, to the Houſe of the God of 
Jacob, and he will teach us of his Ways, 
and we will wall in his Paths; for out of 

Zion ſball go forth the Law, and the Word 
of the Lord from Jeruſalem. And be ſhall 
judge among the Nations, and ſhall rebuke 
many People: And they ſhall beat their 
Swords into Plow-ſhares, and ther Spears 
into Pruning-hooks : 3 ſhall not lift 
up

up Sword againſt Nation, neither ſhall they 
learn War any more (a). r 

In another Place it is alſo foretold, The 
Wolf ſhall dwell with the Lamb, and the 
Leopard ſhall lie down with the Kid, and 
the Calf and the young Lion, and the Fat- 
lung together, and à lutle Child ſhall lead 
them. And the* Cow and the Bear ſhall. 
feed, their \young ones ſhall lie down to- 
gether : 4nd. the Lion ſhall eat Straw like 
the Ox. And the fucking Child ſhall play 
in the Hole of the Aſp, and the weaned 
Child ſhall put his Hand on the Cockatrice 
Den. They ſcall not hurt nor deſtroy in all 
my holy Mountain : For the Earth ſhall be 
fall of the Knowledge of the Lord, as the 
Waters cover the Sea (b). 

In diſcourſing on the Prophecy or Pro- 
miſe contain'd in my Text, I will enquire,

It is a metaphorical Expreſſion, and 
ſignifieth the 'moſt tender Care, and pa- 
rental Affection, which Parents commonly 
have for their Offspring, eſpecially during 
their Infancy and Childhood. Can a Mo- 
man forget her ſucking Child, that ſhe ſhould 
not have | Compaſſion on the Son of her 
Womb ? Tea, they may forget (a), ſuch a 
Monſter in Nature may be found, but it 
is not very common. 9 50 | | 

A Nurſing Father and Mother will take 
Care of their Child, that dear Part of 
themſelyes, and Pledge of their mutual 
Love; they will take what Care they 
can, providing for it, and protecting it, 
eſpecially in its helpleſs Age: So Kings 


are Nur ſing Fathers, and their Queens 


Nurſmg Mothers to the Church, when they 


protect all their peaceable Subjects in the 


Enjoy ment of their religious and civil Li- 
berties. That King who gives UNIVER· 
SAL ToLERATION to All who don't diſturb 


the publick Peace, and makes no Diſ- 


tinction between one Body of his Subjects 
and another, on Account of Religion, ap- 
peareth from the Nature of Things, as

well as the Word of God, to be a Nurſing 


Father to his People in general, and to 


the Church of God in particular. 
Fug I will be a little more diſtin. 
Kings are then Nurſing Fathers, and 
1 Queens Nur ſing Mothers to the Church 
f Chriſt, when they protect all peaceable 
Subjects in the Enjoyment of their civil 


Liberties, that the) may ſit down every 


Man under his own Vine, and eat the Fruit 
f his ' own Fig tree, no Man | making him 

afraid. When Liberty and Property are 
ſecured, as I am ſure they are not better 


ſecured in any other Part of the World, 


than in this happy Kingdom. I have al- 
ways thought, that our civil Goyernment 
is the beſt this Day in the World. 


2. Princes are Nurſing Fathers and Nur- 


ing Mothers, when they encourage faith- 


ful Miniſters of every Denomination to 
do their Duty, by their Authority, eſpe- 
cially by their Example: Thus that great 
and good Reformer King Hezekiah did, 
he called upon the Levites to ſanitify them- 
ſelves, and to ſanctify the Houſe of the Lord 
God of their Fathers, and to carry forth 
the Falthineſs out of the Holy Place(a). If 
Reformation had been defer till the

Popiſh Clergy ſaw fit to begin it, we =" 
not at this Day enjoyed the Bleſſings of 
it. How ſhould it be expected that a 


wicked and ignorant Clergy ſhould ever 


ſet about in good earneſt to reform them- 


ſelves, and give up their Wealth and 
Power, which they have for many Ages 


by Degrees forc'd out of the Hands of the 
prophane Laity? 


When Kings and Queens give © all peace - 
able Subjects Liberty to worſhip God in 


their own Way, (and can any Thing be 
more reaſonable?) and encourage them to 
do ſo, by their Example, as well as pro- 


tect them by their Authority, they then 


juſtly deſerve this honourable Name given 
them in my Text. When they encourage 
Juſtice, Temperance, Chaſtity and Bene- 
volence every where, and among all Ranks 


and Degrees, from the higheſt to the loweſt: 
In a Word, when they encourage Virtue 


and Piety, and diſcourage Vice and Wick- 
edneſs by their Example and Authority, 
then they are deſervedly reputed Nurſing 
Fathers and Mothers to the Church of God. 

When they are concern'd to enlarge 


the Uburen beyond their own Dominions, 


as far as their Influence goes: Good De- 
ſigns de propaganda fide among Infidels 
are very laudable, if formed upon the

1. It is here promiſed as a great Bleſ- 


ſing, and therefore whenever or wherever 


it takes Place, ought to be eſteemed 


When the Prophet in the N ame of the 
Lord propheſieth concerning the Enlarge-- 
ment and Advancement of the Church, 


this is added as one of the greateſt as well 
as firſt Steps towards it ; And Kings ſhall 
be Nurſmg Fathers, &c. 


The Kings of the Earth do bring their 


Glory and Honour into it (a), They bring 
their Glory and Honour into the New- 
Jeruſalem, into the Church as it will be 
in the latter Days, before the End of the 
World. It followeth, They ſhall bring the 


Glory and Honour of the Nations into it (h), 


when not only the Generality of the Na- 


tions, but even the moſt eminent for 


Power and Wealth, for Trade and In- 
fluence ſhall come into the Church, and 
appear on the Side of Virtue and Piety; 
this will make the Church truly great and 
glorious. 3

For if they are good themſelves, their 
very Example, as well as Authority, will 
go a great Way towards commanding and 


engaging all about them to be ſo too: 


This brings Religion into Vogue and 
Faſhion. y 


We ſhould therefore pray for Kings and 


all in Authority, that under them we ma 
lead a peaceable and quiet Life in all God. 
lineſs and ' Honeſty. And we ſhould pray 
that they who =. the forming the Minds 
of 'Princes and great Men in their Child- 
hood and Youth, may be Men of Know- 
ledge, Integrity and Piety, becauſe much 
depends on the Education of Perſons of 
Figure and Diftintion. 

How much Miſchief was done to the 
Morals of the Nation by the ill Example 
of King Charles I's Court, I would rather 
bury in Silence and Oblivion, if it was 
not neceſſary to illuſtrate and prove my 
Argument. I chuſe to put you in mind 
how much the Nation hath been reform'd, 
or at leaſt what a Check was given to the 


Progreſs of Vice and Wickedneſs from the 


glorious Revolution in 88. when King 
William and Queen Mary, of Immortal

cieties for Reſormation of Manners, which 
have met with Countenance and Encou- 
ragement in ſucceeding Reigns ever ſince: 


And tho” theſe Societies have not done fo 


much Good, as it were to be wiſh'd, for 


which many Cauſes may be aſſign d; yet 
I am fully convinc'd, they haye done a 
great deal of Service, and Vice would have 
been much more rampant than it is. 

3. It is a great Bleſſing, becauſe in be- 
ing Nurſing Fathers and Nurſing Mothers, 
Princes bear the greateſt Reſemblance to 
the Great God, and our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt, who is King of Kings, and Lord of 
Lords. 

T he bleſſed God is good, and doth Good: 
He is good to all, and his tender Mercies are 
over all his Works, And a Prince who 
acts the Part of a Nurſing Father to his 
People, herein reſembles the Great Ruler ; 
and it is a brighter Reſemblance of God 


to imitate him in Goodneſs, than in Power, 


for God's Goodneſs is his Glory. Moſes 
prays, Let me ſee thy Glory. God replies, 
1 will make all my Goodneſs to paſs before 
thee. And the Lord paſſed by, and pro- 


claimed himſelf, the Lord, the Lord God 
merciful and gracious, flow to Anger, abun- 
dant in Goodneſs, &c. (a)

To reſemble God in Holineſs, Good- 
neſs and Beneficence is unſpeakably bet- 


ter than to reſemble him in Might and 


Power, in Wealth and Honour: For to 
employ Power and Influence for the Dif- 
couragement of Vice, and the Encourage- 
ment of Virtue, is to employ it as God 
employs it. 

He takes it among the Titles of his 
Honour to be the Husband of the Widow, 


and the Father of the Fatherleſs ; for he is 


fo in his holy Habitation (a). 
— Thoſe Princes who reſemble him in 
Wiſdom, Goodneſs and Benevolence are 
indeed Elohim, Gods, and Children of the 
moſt High. 

When they are not Terrors to good Works, 


but to the evil ; when they are Mimſters of 


God unto us for Good. But if thou do 
Evil, be afraid, for he (the Magiſtrate) 
beareth not the Sword in vain. For he is 
the Mmifter of God, a Revenger to execute 
Wrath upon him that doeth evil (b). 
And cur Lord Jeſus Chriſt came nos to 
deftroy, but to ſave Mens Lives and Souls ; 
he went about doing Good. 
4. It is a great Bleſſing, when Kings 

are Nurſmg Fathers, &c. if we conſider

Moman (a). She is often ajflicted, toſſed to 
and fro with Tempeſt, and not comforted (b). 

You have many Promiſes made to the 
Church under the New Teſtament, de- 
ſigned ſor her Support. 

Fear not, &c. For thy Maker is thine 
Husband (the Lord of Hoſts is his Name) 


and what cannot he do for thee? And thy 


Redeemer the Holy One of Iſrael, the God 
of the whole Earth, ſhall he be called. For 
the Lord hath called thee as a Woman for- 
ſaken and grieved in Spirit, and a Wife of 
Touth, when thou waſt refuſed, ſaith thy 
God. For a ſmall Momant, have ] for- 
ſaken thee, but with great Mercies will I 
gather thee. In a litile Wrath I hid my 
Face 'from thee, for a Moment ; but with 
everlaſting Kindneſs will I have Mercy on 
thee, ſaith the Lord thy Redeemer.

You all know that our Prince is de- 


ſeended from the pious Queen of Bohemia, 
who ſuffer'd greatly on Account of her 
firm Adherence to the Proteſtant Caule, 
which endear'd her-very much to her 
Brother Prince Henry, King James's eldeſt 
Son. And this pious Princeſs gave early 
Proofs of it; for ſoon after her Marria 
with the Palſgrave, who was crown'd King 
of Bohemia, her own Mother Queen Anne 
ſometimes, by way of Contempt, call'd 
her Goody Palſgrave; to which the young 
Princeſs replied, I had rather be the Palſ- 
graves Wife, than the greateſt Popiſb 
Queen in Europe. | 
Our preſent charming Princeſs of ales 
is deſcended from the famous Houſe of 
Saxony; that Elector John Frederick IV. 
ſurnam'd he Magnanimous, was Luther's 
great Friend and Patron, for which Rea- 
1on the Emperor Charles V. ſentenc'd him 
to be beheaded (a), which alarm'd all the 
other Electors, whereby the Emperor was 
obliged to recede from the bloody part 
of the Sentence, but gave away the Elec- 


torate to a younger Branch of Saxony;

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and our Princeſs, I mention it to her 
Honour, is deſcended from the elder 
Branch, which loſt the Electorate for their 
Adherence to the Proteſtant Intereſt. 

And when our preſent gracious King 
(whom God long preſerve) muſt leave 
his earthly Crown, the preſent illuſtrious 
Pair will be adyanc'd to the Head of that 
very Intereſt for which their Anceſtors in 
Saxony, the Palatinate and Bohemia, ſuf- 
ferd fo much. Thus in them, as well as 
in many other Inftances, both ancient and 
modern, that Maxim of the Divine Go- 
yernment is made good; Thos? THAT 
HONOUR ME, L WILL HONOUR (a) The 
Elector of Saxony honour'd God ſoon af- 
ter the Reformation, and the Queen of 
Bohemia by her Sufferings ; the one loft 
his EleQtorate, the other her Crown and 
the Palatinate, and now the Deſcendants 
from both theſe illuſtrious Confeſſors are 
advanced to be Prince and Princeſs of 
Wales in Great Britain. This is the Lord's 
Doing, and it is marvellous in our Eyes. 
Such remarkable Turns of Providence 
ſhould not be overlook'd by us: Let us 
be thankful for what we enjoy at preſent, 
and for the comfortable Proſpect before
